WILMINGTON - The pro- 
posal to radically change the 


Glen Road - Wildwood Street’ 


intersection at the old center 
of town is probably not 
going to do much to alleviate 
Wilmington's traffic prob- 
lems. 

A letter to the editor this 
week from George Kenson 
really hits the nail on the 
head. The problem is not the 
intersection at Glen Road 
and Wildwood Street. The 
problem is that there is too 
much traffic trying to reach 
Route 93. 

When 93 was proposed 


nearly 60 years ago, the, 


town manager and some 
others managed to set four 
exits into Wilmington. No 
other town along the high- 


way has that many exits.. 


The idea was to spur indus- 
trial development, with 
industry paying high taxes 
and putting no children into 
the schools. 

In that sense, it worked. 
Wilmington now has plenty 
of industry, along with the 
traffic that goes with it. 

The bad news, of course, is 
that virtually every through 
road in town has become a 
shortcut to Route 93. Salem 
Street, Glen Road and 
Lowell Street are all roughly 


parallel, going from north- 
west to southeast. Closer-to 
the highway, other streets 
have become part of = 
feeder system. 

Traffic flow was not a con- 
sideration when Route 93 
was built. Feeder arteries 
could have been built, 
resembling Route 125, There 
was considerable open space 
then, and officials were 
more willing to use eminent 
domain. 

Upgrading the roads in 
town to accommodate traffic 
would certainly change the 
properties along those 
roads. -

an annual .average of 7,100 
home fires in 2006-2010, 
while charcoal or other 
solid-fueled grills were 
involved in an annual aver- 
age of 1,200 home fires, 
according to a 2012 NFPA 
report on cooking fires. 
More than one-quarter (28 
percent) of home structure 
grill fires started on a court- 
yard, terrace or patio, 28 
percent started on an exteri- 
or..baleony or open porch, 
and 6 percent started in the 
kitchen. 

‘Hannah Storm, ESPN 
Sports Center anchor was 
severely burned in a grill 
fire. She worked with NFPA 
to record several videos to 
share her story and raise 
awareness for grilling safety 
in. hopes that others will 
avoid similar incidents. 
-Grills should be placed 


well away from the home 


and deck railings, and out 
from under eaves and over- 
hanging branches. If there is 
a-fire involving grilling 
equipment, any fuel for the 
fire should not be near the 


home or any other structure. 


' “Grilling season is a great 
- time of year for, friends and 
families to have cookouts 
and tailgate, but before 
starting the season, be sure 
your grill is working proper- 
ly and review safety tips,” 
said Lorraine Carli, vice 
_ president _ of 
Communications for NFPA. 
“Leaks or. were the 
leading factors contributing 
to gas grill fires. It is good 
practice to check for dam- 
age before using it for the 
first time each year, and bet- 
ter practice to clean and 
check on the state of the 
grill regularly.” 

According to Deputy Chief 
McLellan of the Wilmington 
Fire Department, grill fires 
are often caused by excess 
grease or food’particles. 

- “A lot of times that’s what 
actually on-fire—the grease, 
the particles of food that 
have dropped down,” he 
said. 

. The hose can also leak. As 
such, checking for wear- 
and-tear is important. 

_He added: “One of the 
things we really recommend 
is shutting the bottle off 
every time after you use it.” 

Chief Michael Hazel of 
Tewksbury said to check for 
overfilling. 

“If your propane tank has 
recently been filled and you 
notice frost on the body of 
the pressure regulator, your 
tank may have been over- 
filled by the filling station,” 
he said. “Turn off the grill 
and call the filling station 
that filled your. tank; the 
regulator may have been 
damaged and need to be 
replaced.” If the filling sta- 


tion is unable to assist you, 
call your local fire depart- 
ment and tell them that you 
may have an _ overfilled 
propane tank. 

For charcoal grills, he said 
the proper disposal of mate- 
rials is paramount. 

“Several fires have result- 
ed in Tewksbury from fire- 
place and woodstove embers 
that were not properly dis- 
carded,” he said. “When 
using charcoal grills, always 
let the coals cool completely 
before discarding them in a 
metal container.” 


Some other grilling safety: 


tips from the NFPA are: 

e Propane and charcoal 
BBQ grills should only be 
used outdoors. 

Keep children and pets at 
least three feet away from 
the grill area. 

Keep your grill clean by 
removing grease or fat 
buildup from the grills 
and in trays below the 
grill ; 


Never leave your grill 
unattended. 

e Always make sure your 
gas grill lid is open before 
igniting it. 

Check the gas tank hose 
for leaks before using it 
for the first time each 
year. Apply a. light soap 
and water solution to the 
hose. A propane leak will 
release bubbles. If your 
grill has a gas leak, by 
smell or the soapy bubble 
test, and there is no flame, 


turn off the gas tank and. 


grill. If the leak stops, get 
the grill serviced by a pro- 
fessional before using it 
again. If the leak does not 
stop, call the fire depart- 
ment. 

If you smell gas while 
cooking, immediately get 
away from the grill and 
call the fire department. 
Do not move the grill. 

If the flame goes out, turn 
the grill and gas off and 
wait at least 15 minutes 
before re-lighting it. 


Charcoal grills 
¢ There are several ways te 
get the charcoal ready to 
use. Charcoal chimney 
starters allow you to start 
the charcoal using news- 
paper as a fuel. 
¢ If you use a starter fluid, 
use only charcoal starter 
fluid. Never add charcoal 
fluid or any other flamma- 
ble liquids to the fire. 
Keep charcoal fluid out of 
the reach of children and 
away from heat sources. 
There are also electric 
charcoal starters, which 
do not use fire. Be sure to 
use an extension cord for 
outdoor use. 
When you are finished 
grilling, let the coals com- 
pletely cool before dispos- 
ing in a metal container.

We could blame this all on 
the Tewksbury and Billerica 
residents that do not have a 
Route 93 running conve- 
niently on the town border. 
They have Route 3, which 
never reached further south 
of Rt 128 . because 
Winchester had the 
Governor stop it as it would 
have eliminated their golf 
courses - and _ expensive 
homes. Route 3 was sup- 
posed to reach the Inner 
Belt around Boston, which 
was also cancelled by 
Cambridge and Somerville 
people. 

A lot of this traffic com- 
prises Wilmington residents 
that wish to get to their Rt 
129 west side homes from 
Boston, which requires 
using Rt 129 hence need to 
get to the Richmond Street 
bridge over the railroad 
tracks. 

We can desecrate the real 
town center at Glen, 
Middlesex and Wildwood, 
cut down those large stately 
trees sheltering the 100 plus 
year old houses that grace 
this area, destroy the quaint 
flavor of the area because of 
a traffic jam that originates 
at RT 62 and 38 in the train 
station area. 

An alternate way would be 
to widen Main Street. by 
another lane north from the

dant carpets at Fenway Park 
and at golf courses and spend 
billions of dollars in our pursuit 
of this elusive goal. 

Up until the early 1900s, how- 
ever, lawns were not common 
in the U.S. History tells us that 
Scottish immigrants and their 
love for the game of golf lead to 
the development of grass seed 
that would grow on golf cours- 
es on this side of the pond. The 
grass they were familiar with 
was only suitable in a cool 
damp environment. City plan- 
ners liked what they saw on 
golf courses and soon began incorporating grass plots into their 
urban design. City parks soon became a green oasis in an 
industrial world. The grassed areas appealed to the city resi- 
dents and as the exodus to the suburbs began in the 1950s, peo- 
ple brought lawns with them. It soon became part of the 
American dream—a house surrounded by green grass. 

I don’t know if growing a luxurious lawn today is an art or a 
science. Some of the lawn care companies would have us 
believe that it is a science and only they have the formula. 
What we spread on our lawns, however, can adversely impact 
our rivers and lakes. 

Lawn fertilizer has three main ingredients - nitrogen, phos- 
phorus and potash. They are the three numbers that you see 
on all fertilizer bags and indicate the percent of each nutrient 
in the product. A typical lawn fertilizer might be in the pro- 
portion of 29-3-4. The middle number, phosphorus, has the 
biggest impact on algae growth in water bodies. 

The problem comes about when too much fertilizer is applied 
to the soil and the grass cannot utilize it all. The excess runs 
off during a storm and flows into a drainage system or leaches 
into the groundwater and finds its way to a surface water body. 
The resulting poor water quality leads to algal blooms and a 
reduction of oxygen in the water, which can adversely affect 
swimming and fishing. 

With increasing evidence of the impacts of phosphorus on 
water quality, steps are being taken to reduce the amount of 


_ phosphorus in the products we use. For example, the Scotts 
' Company has eliminated phosphorus from most of its fertiliz~ 
ers this year. Take a look at a bag of fertilizer at the garden 


store and you will probably see that the middle number is now 
0, except for Starter fertilizer. A typical Scotts Turf Builder 


_ would be 32-0-4. Another source of phosphorus (or phosphates) 
- could be located under our kitchen sink. Several years ago, 
| phosphates were removed from dishwasher detergents in 


response to concerns over their environmental impacts. Some 
consumers complained that their reformulated Cascade didn’t 
clean the plates as well as the original. File that under envi- 
ronmental progress. 

While not as detrimental as phosphorus, excessive nitrogen 
(the first number on the fertilizer bag) can also play a role in 
water pollution. Of particular concern is the typical commer- 
cial fertilizer that contains a nitrogen salt that is very water 
soluble. If too much water follows an application, such as the 
storm last week, the fertilizer is carried quickly downward to 
the groundwater before the grass can utilize it. This is known 
as nitrogen leaching and is of concern in places with sandy 
soils such as Cape Cod.

; At the event, several tech- 
nical competitions were held 
and six students helped 
Shawsheen earn first place 
in the “Lean and Green” 
competition. The competi- 
tion saw Shawsheen stu- 
dents team with local busi- 
nesses, including CR 
Machine and Spincraft, to 
win the contest. Machine 
Technology instructor Larry 
Retelle also praised busi- 
ness. — teacher Karen 

assahos, graphics instruc- 
tor “Tim Broadrick and 
media technology teacher 
Joanne Wicks for helping 
the team win. For the victo- 
ry Shawsheen will receive 
$1,000 toward tools for the 
school’s shop. 

“This is a great honor,” 
said Retelle. “It had the 
ingredients of hard work, 
teamwork and advanced 
technical learning.” 
Students that were mem- 
bers of the championship 
team’ included Chris Coste, 
Michael Lanza, Ryan 
Bortnick, Blake Simon, 
Macayla Taylor and Cody 
Frontain. 


The contest, Lean :and 
Green, was called the 2ist 
Century Advanced 
Manufacturing Workplace 
and saw student teams 
develop a work cell and/or 
factory floor model demon- 
strating a process improve- 
ment or “green” opportunity 
for their sponsor manufac- 
turer. 

“Our first challenge was 
finding a sponsor that had a 
process that needed 
improvement,” Retelle said. 

The group decided on a 
project that had a goal of 
reducing the movement, 
labor and management 
required to finish and 
inspect the “Seal Fittings” 
that are manufactured at 
CR Machine. 

“We proposed several ideas 
such as consolidating opera- 
tion steps which reduces the 
number of people involved 
in process,” Retelle said. 
“We also suggested design- 
ing new nylon trays to trans- 
port ‘Seal Fittings’ and stor- 
ing them.” 

CR Machine was_ the 
Shawsheen team’s sponsor 
while Murray Pitchman of 
Spincraft, a company that 
produces products for 
NASA, was the group’s lean 
advisor. 

“Trays are a more efficient 
way to transport parts and 


also much more environ- 
mentally friendly as they 
can be used multiple times,” 
Retelle said. “We also assist- 
ed in the design of a consol- 
idated work station where 
one person completes the 
polishing, inspecting and 
cleaning. These steps previ- 
ously involved five people.” 

The group estimated that 
the company would save 
almost 300 hours annually 
by using their solution. 

The students did a presen- 
tation in front of nine judges 
and then answered ques- 
tions. In all, while six stu- 
dents were officially on the 
team that competed, Retelle 
credited about 10 with being 
key parts of the event. 

“This really was crunch 
time for the students,” 
Retelle said of the presenta- 
tion. “It was good for them. 
They got a taste of the busi- 
ness world and they were 
really into it. They all had 
different roles and everyone 
had a part in it.” 

The efforts of the 
Shawsheen team didn’t go 
unnoticed at CR Machine. 

“They plan on using this 
project as a template for 
similar parts that they cur- 
rently manufacture,” Retelle 
added.

f you’re looking for a great day trip that hicks like you are 
‘miles from home, give the Boston Harbor Islands a try. 
These DCR (Department of Conservation and Recreation) 
islands lie a few miles off the Boston shoreline, but really give 
tthe, feel of being a world away. Open May through Columbus 
Day, two islands worth exploring are Georges Island and 
Spegetacle Island. Combine them in one trip, or savor them sep- 
arately through the warmer months when ferry service is run- 
ming frequently. 

, Reserve the boat in advance, choosing a roundtrip timeline 
that, works for you. Planning avoids lines, which form quickly 
on. Long Wharf. Parking is easy nearby at the lots along 
Atlantic Avenue. If you arrive early and have children with 
you, Christopher Columbus Park has a fun playground. 
Restrooms can be found inside the Marriott Long Wharf Hotel, 
right up the escalator. Pack a lunch, sunscreen and water, 
though there are concessions at the parks. Jasper White’s 
Summer Shack provides the food service for these islands. 
Don’t forget your binoculars and camera. 

The ride through Boston Harbor is spectacular on its own. 
The runway view of Logan Airport, Legal Seafoods’ Test Lab, 
andthe ICA (Institute of Contemporary Art), combined with 


the non-stop activity of cruise ships, sailboats, tugboats, and jet 


skis can reset your image of downtown. Boston is so fortunate

to have a harbor that is (now) clean and bustling. The energy 
is invigorating. 

Georges Island is the site of Fort Warren, a majestic granite 
fort of the Civil War era that, served various roles over the 
years. It has been an outpost, training station, and prisoner 
camp. This National Historic Landmark was decommissioned 
in 1947 and restored. The grounds offer wonderful walks, soar- 
ing views of the outer harbor, and guided tours. Listen to the 
clanging buoys as you walk the walls, and keep your eyes open 
for the purported ghost-in-residence, The Lady in Black. And if 
you letterbox or geocache, check web sites before you arrive. Of 
special note for kids- the museum offers trading cards of his- 
torical figures related to island history. Stamp your DCR 
Passport Book at the desk, and ask for a set. 

Spectacle Island is newly renovated and offers nature walks, 
a playground, and a small beach. Showers and a clean ‘bath- 


- house make it quite viable for a dip. Don’t hesitate to bring — 
your beach cart. Live music can often be enjoyed on the front 


porch of the visitor center, and loads of interpretive walks cov- 
ering special topics are offered throughout the day. A series of 
videos highlight island wildlife and the history of colonial farm- 
ing on the Harbor Islands. Spectacle also has stamps for your 
DCR Passport and some letterboxes as well. 

Put the Harbor Islands on your “to do” list this year. Enjoy the 
trip with some friends, or bring your out- of-town visitors. The 
combination of history, nature and adventure will surely be a

‘Glen Road dates from 
Colonial times, and predates 
Main Street. It is a narrow 
meandering road, with 
many houses that are very 
close to the street. In fact, 
the Toad has no official lay- 
out. The properties on each 
side. of the road have metes 
and’ bounds described on 
deeds. But no such docu- 
ment, -exists for the road. It 
is merely the space between 
the, properties on each side. 
If a,layout were to be creat- 
ed. to, modern specifications, 
many, homes would be taken, 
and many others would lose 
their front yards. When the 


town built a sidewalk about 


30 years ago, it was done by 
securing easements from 
every property owner along 
the road. 

Neither the road, nor its 
intersection with Middlesex 
Avenue, is capable of han- 
dling: the traffic that runs 
there every morning. Many 
motorists detour onto side 
roads in an attempt to avoid 
the backup at the intersec- 
tion. improving the intersec- 
tion’ could have a reverse 
effect, encouraging more 
drivers to use Glen Road. 
'Kenson describes a road 
that was proposed to paral- 
lel Main Street about 40 
years ago. Rep. Fred F. Cain 
had the plans drawn. It 


would have started at Main 
Street where McDonald’s is 
now, run parallel to Main 
Street, and then connected 
to Lowell Street through the 
property that was Blaisdell 
Fuel. 

One day before it was to be 
committed, the federal 
Environmental Protection 
Act was signed. Quite obvi- 
ously, the road was never 
built. 

The planning for the proj- 
ect was then put into a study 
phase. There were 17 alter- 
natives given consideration, 
covering Route 129 from the 
Fred Cain Bridge to Route 
93. And for purposes of the 
study, a “control” was also 
studied, called “no build”. 
That wasn’t supposed to be 
considered as a course of 
action. It was there just to 
show what would happen if 
nothing was done. 

When the plans were pre- 
sented to the public, howev- 
er, people went for “no 
build”. 

One part of the project that 
was eventually built was a 
new bridge for Burlington 
Avenue, over the railroad at 
Wilmington Square. That 
was sort of a miracle, given 
the clearance required for 
the railroad, the proximity 
of the stores, the grade of 
the road, and the short dis- 
tance between Main Street

and the tracks. 

The intersection of Main 
and Lowell streets has been 
changed from a fork to a 
more distinct 90-degree 
turn. But traffic still backs 
up there. 

The 93/129 intersection, 
which has two ramps, was to 
be expanded into a four-leaf 
clover. The state took many 
properties for that project, 
only to have it stopped due 
to environmental concerns. 
The expanded interchange 
was not and will not be built. 

But nothing has really 
been done about the extend- 
ed approaches to Route 93, 
and it is doubtful that any- 
thing ever will. As time 
passes, more building 
occurs, increasing the poten- 
tial costs and the number of 
people who would _ be 
opposed to any construction. 

Ironically, the one place 
where a new approach could 
even be considered is in 
Tewksbury, at the end of 
South Street. There has been 
an exit proposed there as 
part of the Lowell Junction 
Interchange project, but 
town officials and area resi- 
dents do not want it connect- 
ed to any town roads. It 
would be built exclusively to 
access land near the high- 
way for development.

(DEP) workshop about an 
Electric Vehicle Incentive 
Program. The program pro- 
vides the following financial 
incentives to towns that 
acquire certain vehicles: 

°$5,000 toward the pur- 
chase of up to five plug-in 
hybrid vehicles ($5,000 each) 

°$7,500 toward the pur- 
chase of up to five full elec- 
tric vehicles ($7,500 each) 

Up to $15,000 toward the 
purchase and installation of 
a public Level 2 charging 
station, awarded only if the 
municipality commits to 
purchasing at least one full 
electric vehicle. 

_ “At this point, I am sug- 
gesting we hold off,” Hull 
said. 

Hull pointed out several 
reasons why Wilmington 
was not in the financial situ- 
ation to participate in the 
program at this time. For 
example; he noted that the 
cost for the vehicles is near- 
ly double the cost of a com- 
parable gas car. He cited 
Department of Public Works 
data that stated town offi- 
cials drive approximately 
5,000 miles per year, mean- 
ing to reach a return on 
investment from switching 
to hybrid plug-in vehicles

For Alteri, it is seeing this 
sort of player evolution that 
signals a successful season 
of baseball, not simply the 
wins and losses stats. 

This success did not come 
easy. Not only did the team 
struggle with pitching and

FRESHMEN SOFTBALL 


It’ was a largely frustrating 
year for the WHS Freshmen 
softball team. For the second 
season in a row, the team only 
nianaged to win one game in 
their entire season. The frus- 
tration extended from the play- 
ers’ to head coach, Ray 
Robinson, who refused to let 
the: poor track record of the 
team discourage his overall 
view of the program. 

The team’s weaknesses did 
not.come as a huge surprise to 
Robinson, who has spent the 
past few decades coaching the 
youth of Wilmington across a 
variety of sports and levels. 
Robinson accepted the poor 
win-loss record as the sort of 
bump that will naturally occur 
when dealing with players as 
inexperienced as those on the 
freshmen level. 

Robinson laid much of the 
blame for the lackluster per- 
formance on the lack of pitch- 
ing options that the team was 
presented with at the season’s 
beginning. With no pitchers to 
begin with, Robinson was 
forced to work with completely 
novice players, hoping that 
these new players might be 
able to adjust to this incredible 
new challenge. 

“For softball, without pitch- 
ing, you can’t have a team,” 
said Robinson. 

This is the sort of problem 
that Robinson has encountered 
many times in his career as a 
coach, particularly with the 
freshman teams, which by 
their very nature undergo a 
complete staff change with 
each new season. Robinson 
has accepted this as the nature 
of the beast and tries to make 
the. best of it as the seasons 
change. 

“Therein lies the challenge of 
being a freshmen coach,” said 
Robinson. “But that’s part of 
the fun of it. You never know 
what you’re going to get. 
Being the coach of a freshmen 
team, it’s like Christmas.” 

For Robinson, he concerns 
himself with developing the 


players so that they are ready ~ 


for;the next level of play. This 
requires a great deal of repeti- 
tion and training, as the new 


players have to be taught the . 


intricacies of the game, as well 
as master the necessary skills 
and athletic demands. 
Robinson found that many 
players struggled with such 
basics as throwing and hitting, 
with some unable to perform 
these simple tasks at all. 

Robinson considers it a testa- 
ment to the players that by the 
end of the season, the team 
had:,come together and could 
perform these, and other 
requirements of the game, with 
the level of proficiency needed 
to play at a high school level. 
Once he has seen the girls 
under his care reach a place 
where they can move on to the 
JV; and then varsity levels, 
Robinson is confident that his 
jeb is complete. 

“If I see that happen, I think 
I've done my job,” said 
Robinson. 

It was important not only for 
the: players to become comfort- 
able with these technical skills, 
but to also have the knowledge 
to properly implement them 
into a game. 

It, was watching the young 
players get better and better 
oyer the course of the year that 
‘ made Robinson feel a sense of 
accomplishment from the sea- 
son; even with the unimpres- 
sive record. He considered his 
team to be made up of a great 
group of girls and expressed 
optimism about the future that 
many of the girls will 
encounter as they continue 
with softball.

retires after 
storied career

When Sheri McCann start- 
ed her career more than three 
decades ago, attitudes toward 
people with developmental 
disabilities were much differ- 
ent than they are today. 

"They lived very sheltered 
lives," said McCann. "People 
lived <in state institutions, in 
large= dormitories, without a 
shted‘of privacy. There was no 
dental care, which wasn't a 
priority, because all the food 
waS~pureed, and it was all 
gréen." 

McCann calls her early 
experiences in upstate New 
York, "the most defining 


moment of (her) life." She 
vowed to improve the lives of 
the developmentally-disabled, 
and thanks in great part to 
her efforts not only working 
with but also advocating for 
developmentally-disabled citi- 
zens, today we think nothing 
of them working, living and 
thriving in our midst. 

In about a month, McCann 
will be leaving her post as 
executive director at Woburn- 
based NuPath, an agency that 
has been the lifeline between 
developmentally-disabled citi- 
zens and the communities of 
the eastern Middlesex region 
and beyond. 

"Sheri and her husband 
(Stan) have been at the fore- 


front of changing how people 
with developmental disabili- 
ties are perceived," said state 
Rep. James Dwyer, also a for- 
mer member of NuPath's 
board of directors. "Her com- 
mitment and passion to her 
work is remarkable. I've seen 
first hand how she advocates 
for these folks, and it's inspir- 


ing. 

"We tend to throw out the 
word ‘hero' a lot these days, 
but Sheri truly is a hero to the 
developmentally-disabled," 
added Dwyer. 

As McCann closes out her 
career, she consented to an 
interview at NuPath's head- 
quarters on New Boston Street 
in the Woburn Industrial

Park. Visitors enter a well- 
lighted reception area and are 
immediately greeted by a 
smiling face at the operator's 
desk. There is an atmosphere 
of warmth and congeniality in 
the office, from the handmade 
quilts and tapestries that hang 
on the walls to the friendly 
manner with which an 
employee named Dennis 
serves homemade chocolate 
chip cookies to guests. 

"This is the best place I 
could ever hope to work," said 
McCann "Where else could I 
go where three people tell me 
they love me, and two more 
tell me I'm: beautiful. even 
before my day starts?" 


Beginnings 


Born and raised in New 
York City, McCann earned a 
bachelor's degree from 
Hunter College of the City 
University of New York, and 
then earned her Master's 
degree from Syracuse 
University. She _ initially 
worked in the Syracuse area 
as a drug and alcohol coun- 
selor, but soon decided "she 
had to make a change" and 
started working with develop- 
mentally-disabled citizens in 
upstate New York. 

In 1972, there was a move- 
ment to de-institutionalize 
developmentally-disabled citi- 
zens, which was a turning 
point. Instead of living in ster- 
ile, prison-like environments, 
developmentally-disabled.citi- 
zens were moved to group 
homes, where their caregivers 
discovered they began to 
thrive. 

"They just needed an 
opportunity to interact with 
the community" said McCann. 


McCann came to 
Massachusetts in 1975. Five 
years later, she joined 


NuPath, which at the time was

known as the Central 
Middlesex Association for 
Retarded Citizens (CMARC). 
The offices were based on 
Sixth Road in the Woburn 
Industrial Park, with a staff of 
five people. In 1990, the offices 
were moved to Everberg 
Road, and then to New Boston 
Street. NuPath also maintains 
a day habilitation center in 
Westford. 

At CMARC, she expanded 
an agency that served 35 peo- 
ple into a wide-ranging organ- 
ization that provided housing 
assistance, access training, 
employment opportunities 
and a~-medically-oriented 
habilitation program that pro- 
vides nursing, therapy and 
day activities. . 

(The CMARC moniker was 
changed to NuPath to elimi- 
nate what McCann refers to 
as "the R-word," which in cer- 
tain contexts has become a 
pejorative term). 

Along the way, McCann 
held the presidency of the 
Mass. Association of

Community ~ Rehabilitation 
Organizations (MACRO), «on 
the board of directors of the 
Mass. Council of Human 
Service Providers and the 
Association of Developmental 
Disability Providers. 

In 1997, McCann was 
appointed as a surveyor for an 
accreditation commission and 
traveled throughout North 
America. She's been recog- 
nized with numerous awards, 
including a _ proclamation 
from the Mass. House of 
Representatives and a life- 
time achievement award from 
MACRO. 

But. her -base- has -always 
been in Woburn. In the past 35 
years, CMARC and NuPath 
have served an estimated 
3,000 | developmentally-dis- 
abled citizens, but the organi- 
zation has never lost the phi- 
losophy of treating one 
patient at a time. 

She credits the Woburn 
community for being essential 
to NuPath's efforts.

and welcoming community, 
and that's not always the case 
everywhere you go,'" said 
McCann. "The people of 
Woburn have been wonderful 
since the day we opened here, 
and they've been supportive 
of everything we do." 


Tireless advocate 


McCann has become a tire- 
less advocate for her employ- 
ees and people who work in 
her field. She says quite sim- 
ply her employees have to 
work 2-3 jobs in order to make 
ends meet. 

"My direct service staff 
makes $12.50 an hour," she 


said. "Every single member’ 


of this staff loves what they 
do, but they can't support 
families, so they have to leave. 

"They live in the communi- 
ty, they vote, but we can't get 
them a living wage," added 
McCann. "There used to be a 
"Make it in Massachusetts' 
slogan, but my employees 
can't make it in 
Massachusetts." 

While legislators are sup- 
portive individually, when it 
comes time to authorize 
money for programs for the 
developmentally-disabled, the 
vote always seems to come up 
short. 

"Our legislators - Jim 
Dwyer, (state Rep.) Jay 
Kaufman, (Sen.) Ken 
Donnelly and (Sen.) Patricia 
Jehlen - have been incredibly 
supportive," said McCann. 
"But the money. just doesn't 
seem to flow. We've never 
been able to get the funding 
we need." 

Dwyer also laments the 


lack of budgetary support at ° 


the legislative level. 

"She's educated me a great 
deal. It's unfortunate that 
these folks with developmen- 
tal disabilities are the first 
ones to feel it when the budg- 
et gets cut," said Dwyer. 
"These are the most vulnera- 
ble people in our society, and 
we have to be able to provide 
for them." 

This summer, McCann will 
turn over the reins of NuPath 
to Dan Harrison, currently 
the - Vice-President of 
Operations. She's as "happy 
as (she) can_ be" — that 
Harrison will succeed her. 

"He and I have been work- 
ing together for a long time, 
and he's one of the greatest 
guys I know," she said. - 

Then she and her husband 
will be off to retirement in 
Scottsdale, Ariz. But her lega- 
cy in Woburn and throughout 
the Middlesex region will 
remain for decades, perhaps 
generations, as a champion 
for developmentally-disabled 
citizens. 

"It's all about building 
relationships," she said. "If 
you treat people with dignity 
and respect, people will feel 
valued.

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Addressing the basics of breast cancer. 


According to 
Breastcancer.org, one in eight 
American women will develop 
invasive breast cancer over 
the course of her lifetime. 
Though this figure is based on 
American women alone, it's 
safe to say millions of women 
across the globe face a similar 
fate. 

While organizations such 
as the Susan G. Komen for the 
Cure have been instrumental 
in raising awareness of breast 
cancer, many people remain 
largely uninformed about 
breast cancer and what, if 
anything, they can do to 
reduce their risk. But the 
more people understand 
breast cancer the more formi- 
dable a foe they become for 
this potentially deadly dis- 
ease. 


What is breast cancer? 

Breast cancer is an uncon- 
trolled growth of breast cells. 
According to Susan G. Komen 
For the Cure, between 50 and 
7 percent of breast cancers 
begin in the ducts, which 
carry milk from the lobules to 
the nipple. Between 10 and 15 
percent of breast cancer cases 
begin in the lobules, which are 
the milk-producing glands of 
the breast. Over time, these 
cancer cells can invade near- 
by breast tissue and may even 
spread into the underarm 
lymph nodes, which give the 
cancerous cells a pathway. to 
the rest of the body. 


Are there different types of 
breast cancer? 


Breast cancer can be inva- 
sive or noninvasive. Invasive 
breast cancer occurs when 


abnormal cells from within 
the ducts or lobules break out 
into nearby breast tissue. 
When this occurs, the cancer 
cells can spread to the lymph 
nodes, which may allow them 
to spread even further 
throughout the body to organs 
like the liver and lungs and to 
bones. Noninvasive breast 
cancer occurs when abnormal 
cells grow within the milk 
ducts but have not spread to 
nearby tissue or other parts of 
the body. But noninvasive 
breast cancer can develop into 
invasive cancer. 


Are there warning signs of 
breast cancer? 

There may be no initial 
warning signs of breast can- 
cer. A developing lump on the 
breast may be too small to 
notice, which only highlights 
the importance women must 
place on routine breast cancer 
exams. A mammogram, for 
example, is an X-ray of the 
breast that might detect 
symptoms of breast cancer 
that women did not. notice. 
When such symptoms are 
detected, then further testing 
can be conducted to deter- 
mine if breast cancer is pres- 
ent. 


Women or their physicians 
also might detect breast can- 
cer before a breast exam. A 


‘lump or mass on the breast 


can be detected during a self- 
exam or on a routine doctor 
visit. But the American 
Cancer Society notes that sev- 
eral unusual changes in the 
breast may also be sympto- 
matic of breast cancer. These 
changes include:
